Bensalem School Director Fired From Twp. Clerk Job

Bensalem School Board direc­ 
tor Dorothy Wurst, who is also 
a 
Republican committeewoman 
and who holds a number of ap­ 
pointed posts on various GOP 
committees and chibs, last night 
was fired from her job as office 
clerk for the secretary * treasur­ 
er of Bensalem on charges of "in­ 
efficiency." 


The action against Mrs. Wurst 
was taken at a meeting of the 
Bensalem Board of Supervisors 
on a motion by board chairman 


William Mullin. The vote to fire 
Mrs. Wurst was unanimous by 
the five-man board. 
At Desk Today 


But while Mrs. Wurst was giv­ 
en the axe last night, she was at 
her desk in the office this morn­ 
ing carrying on her duties. 


No one had officially notified 
her that she was fired. 


Before presenting his motion 
to dismiss Mrs. Wurst, who just 
yesterday was appointed by Coun­ 
ty GOP Chairman Paul R. Beck­ 
ett as an assistant chairwoman 


for the County Republican Com­ 
mittee, Mullin told the handful 
of persons 
who 
attended 
last 
night's meeting that be was going 
to keep a promise to the township 
abseils which he mack when he 
took office as board chairman. 
The promise was to fire any­ 
one who did not fulfill the re­ 
quirements of their positions "no 
matter who hired them." Mullin 
said last night that Mrs Wurst 
fitted into that category. 
Ne Elaboration 
Mullin did not elaborate on the 
"inefficiency" charge hut Mrs. 
Mrs. Dorothy* Wurst 


Wurst’* dismissal came as no 
surprise to this reporter who 
knew four weeks ago that the 
termination of Mrs Wurst s job 
was imminent. 
Mullin also said that the posi­ 
tion Mrs. Wurst held would also 
be eliminated. 
This reporter, learned however, 
that the inefficiency Mullin refer­ 
red to was Mrs. Wurst'* record 
of absenteeism from her job and 
the cutting of hours during many 
v ork days. 
Reached by telephone this morn­ 
ing. Mrs. Wurst told me that her 


dismissal was actually a reprisal 
against her by Mullin for her 
bac*r-g of Becked in his recent 
successful campaign to wTest the 
county chairmanship from Frede­ 
rick E. Ziegler. 


"This is typical of Mullin’* type 
of polities — cheap politics." Mrs. 
Wurst said

Mrs. Wurst, however, admitted 
to me that she had taken "some 
time Hf* from her job every now 
and then "but that * par for the 
course." she said 


When I first came to work here 
I would find the telephones ring­ 
ing madly with no one to answer 
them — every body was either late 
coming m — or away from the 
office parts of the day " 


Mrs, Wurst said she decided 
"when in Rome — do as the Ro­ 
mans do 
and often scheduled a 
dental appointment in the after­ 
noon during working hours. "If 
some of them can schedule a 
hairdresser appointment — why 
should I be different,** she said.

tires to substantiate his remarks 


The township police department 
organised 12 years ago with two 
men, today’ comprises the chief 
and 38 officers. The 38 includes 
three lieutenants, five sergeants 
three detectives, one juvenile (rf 
ficer, one traffic safety officer 
and 30 uniformed men for patrol 
Nine On Shift 


Broken down into squads, there 
are nine officers on an eight-hour 
shift, including a lieutenant and 
sergeant This means that Bristol 
Township, with a population of 
83,000, has on the average one 
policeman on patrol duty for every 
7.000 residents. 
Stewart last night told the com 
miss loners that the International 
Police Chiefs Association and the 
FBI set "«ie policeman few every 
1.000 residents" as thew minimum 
standard for adequate police pro­ 
tection

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Farmers Not Alone, Mosquitoes Complain On Drought

Mosquitoes have very little in 
common with farmers — but one 
thing they both want badly is 
more rain. For because of the 
prolonged dry 
spell 
in 
Bucks 
County, the pools and ditches 
which are the mosquitoes' normal 
breeding grounds are drying up, 
and they are having a hard job 
trying to find a place to go. 
The problem of fighting the mi­ 
croscopic pests who can wreck a 
barbecue and ruin a picnic is one 
that occupies the Bucks County 
Control 
Commission 
throughout 
the summer. This year, the weath­ 
er has been on the commission s 
side, and it is having one of its 
most successful years in dealing 
with them. 
Two Centers 
The commission has two cen­ 
ters in the county, one at Dublin, 


and the other, which deals with 
Lower Bucks, on River Road, 
Croydon. The supervisor of the 
Croydon center is Clarence Lubbe, 
who outlined the measures being 
taken to fight mosquitoes, and 
the vyays in which the public can 
help. 
There are two main types of 
mosquitoes in the area, Lubbe 
said, the aedes vexans, and the 
culex pipicns. 
The vexans is a flood water in­ 
sect, but if the water supply 
should dry up it is capable of ly­ 
ing dormant in a small amount of 
moisture until 
the supply 
in­ 
creases. Then it will be ready to 
fly up to five miles in search of a 
meal — preferably human. 
The pipiens will breed in any 
water, unlike the vexans, which 
prefers stagnant water, and the 
pipiens is the insect that is most 
commonly seen, heard, and felt 
around the house. 


It is more of a home lover than 
the vexans. having a range of only 
a quarter of a mile, but will breed 
in anything from a bird bath to 
an old tin can — as long it con­ 
tains water. 
In the mosquito world, Lubbe 
said, it is the female who is the 
menace. The male is content to 
live off plant juices and rarely 
bites human beings. But the fe­ 
male cannot breed unless it has 
a blood meal, and consequently 
will settle on a person’s face or 
hands whenever it is given half a 
chance in search of a tasty din­ 
ner. 
Fortunately, in Bucks County, 
the mosquito is more of a pest 
than a serious problem. It can 
only carry a serious disease such 
as malaria if it first bites an in­ 
fected person. 
Breeding Grounds 
Lubbe emphasizes that the com­ 
mission’s job is to control mosqui­ 


toes — complete eradication of the 
insect is not possible until the 
breeding grounds themselves are 
wiped out And as a breeding 
ground can be as large as a lake, 
or as small as a discarded car 
tire, it seems that the mosquito 
will always be able to find some­ 
where to hide. 
The commission deals with mos­ 
quitoes in two main ways. Dur­ 
ing the day, the six trucks at the 
Croydon branch are sent out to 
spray all the known areas where 
water collects with insecticide. 
Hie commission tries to spray 
each spot at least once every ten 
days — quite a job, when one con­ 
siders that there are 325 known 
breeding grounds in Bensalem 
Township alone. 
AH are carefully mapped, and 
though some of them will be elim­ 
inated because they have dried 
up, other breeding grounds are 
always being discovered. 


As the mosquitoes are drtven 
from one pool by the sun, So they 
will move on to another. Anything 
that will hold water will hold a 
mosquito, Lubbe warns, and one 
of the best ways the public can 
help is by making sure that water 
is IKA left standing near their 
homes for long. 
Mosquitoes operate at night — 
and so does the commission. 
Specially equipped 
trucks 
are 
sent out as soon as the sun sets 
to spray hedges and gardens with 
a fine spray of insecticide that 
looks rather like fog. This clings 
to bushes and walls where the 
mosquitoes congregate. The public 
can also help here — by spraying 
the screens on their windows be­ 
fore they can enter the home. 
Reports On Mosquitoes 
The commission relies largely 
on the public for reports of mos­ 
quitoes, and Lubbe pays tribute 
to the work of Boy Scouts, who 


are of great assistance in report­ 
ing possible breeding grounds. 
And whenever they go to a wood 
or field in search of the insect, 
the first thing they look for is a 
small boy. 
"They always know just where 
ail tile ponds, ditches and other 
water is to be found.'* says Lubbe. 
Only three counties in Pennsyl­ 
vania have a mosquito control 
commission, although New Jersey 
with its large tourist industry, 
has been actively combating them 
since the early years of the cen­ 
tury. 
Only one member of the Bucks 
County Commission is a full tune 
member, however — he is execu­ 
tive director Richard Sivei. 
mummer Workers 
The others, including Lubbe, 
are part time workers, who-only 
do the job during the summer 
months. For the rest of the year 
they go back to their normal 
jobs as teachers, or college stu­ 


dents. At Croydon there are IS 
trained workers who have been 
reporting for duty each summer 
for several years. The knowledge 
they have bulk up of the various 
sections of Lower Bucks is in­ 
valuable in keeping mosquitoes 
down, Lubbe says. 
While the trucks are out spray­ 
ing the breeding grounds, work 
is going on at the River Road 
headquarters analyzing reports, 
and planning new methods of 
coping with the problem. 
This summer the commission 
hopes to install six special traps 
in the district which wig enable 
them to check on the type and 
number of mosquitoes in each 
area. 
lf the number of mos­ 
quitoes caught shows a sharp 
rise, they will know that a new 
breeding ground has to be dealt 
with. From the type of mosquitoes 
they can gauge roughly whether 
it it a local spot, or whether it 
is situated some distance away.

The organization is STOP, which 
stands for “Save Township Owned 
Property.” 
STOP is an opposition group re­ 
sulting from one of the several 
moves the township is consider 
ing that would permit the United 
Fund to locate just south of the 
municipal building. 
This plan calls for the township 
to swap land with the U n i t e d 
Fund so the United Fund won't 
have to try to obtain a zoning 
variance. The STOP group says 
the swap maneuver might be il­ 
legal. 
Township 
Supervisor 
Walter 
Farley Jr., who said yesterday he 
favors the land swap proposal “if 
it's legal” admitted that it might 
not be. 
Locations Revealed 
In the swap, the township would 
give the United Fund a strip of 
township land abutting the mu­ 
nicipal building tract in exchange 
for property which the U n i t e d 
Fund has reportedly purchased 
next to Deep Dale East. Both 
tracts front on Route 413, but the 
United Fund tract is much closer 
to lXx»p Dale East. 
With a lease from the township 
for property next to the township 
building, the United Fund would 
not have to worry about zoning 
requirements, according to Far 
ley. 
Such an exchange might be nee 
cessary if the UF is to locate any 
where near the municipal build 
ing. The strip the UF now has 
claim to is too narrow to meet the

which calls for 70-foot frontage, 
The United Fund frontage is be­ 
tween 42 and 50 feet. 
Needs Variance 
The United Fund could still lo­
